Rains disturb ranchers 


Rare August rains which descended on 
the Lompoc and Santa Ynez Valley and 
other central coastal areas yesterday 
were greeted with anything hut open 
arms by ranchers, growers and cattle- 
ment in the valleys 
The storm dropped more than a half- 
inch of rain on Lompoc Valley. A quarter 
of an inch was recorded in Lompoc at 8 
a.m. yesterday and a third of an inch 
more fell in the following 24 hours ending 
at 8 a m. today. The storm was the 
eighth August rain to fall in the Lompoc 
area in the past 60 years, according to 
weather watchers at Burpee Farms. It 


was also the heaviest, eclipsing the .23 
inches of rain that was recorded on a day 
in August of the 1913-1914 rain year 
The summer storm, which had drop­ 
ped 40 of an inch in the Ballard area up 
to late yesterday afternoon to give the 
new 1976-"77 rain season a total of that 
amount for the year compared to aero at 
this time last year, caught a large 
number of hay growers by surprise 
High stacks of road-sided alfalfa and 
oat hay. all uncovered were touched by 
the shower-like precipitation Many of 
the growers were up before dawn

Kissinger calls attacks 
'premeditated murder' 


KANSAS C IT Y . Mo. (U P I) - 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger to­ 
day called the beating deaths of two U.S. 
Army officers by North Korean guards a 
• premeditated act of murder.’* 
“ We cannot permit the principle to be 
established that Americans can simply 
be assaulted with impunity any place 
that some dictator or some aggressive 
country decides to score some points,” 
Kissinger said in an interview on the 
NBC-TV Today Show 
The administration s response to the 
incident, he said, “ depends on what It in­ 
dicates about North Korean intentions It 
also depends on whether we get any 
satisfactory response to our demand for 
explanations and reparations...” 
Kissinger declined to talk specific 
numbers concerning U S troop strength 
in South Korea but he said “ There have 
been certain reinforcements sent in 
order to discourage any attempts by the 
North Koreans to escalate it and we’ve 
increased the readiness of our forces

Beirut bombardment 
kills 28 civilians 


BEIRUT Lebanon (U PI I - Rightist 
and leftist gunners rained rockets and 
mortars on rival districts today, killing 
and wounding scores of civilians 
The bombardment, which continued 
day and night with only intermittent 
pauses, killed at least 28 civilians —14 in 
both sectors — and wounded more then 
80. hospital and security officials said 


“ Shells are coming in all over the 
neighborhood.” a man in one hard-hit 
area reported. "One just exploded down 
the street We've moved the beds into the 
hall, but the children can’t sleep because 
of the noise * 


One explosion killed a young man in a 
street in the Moslem quarter of Mus­ 
sel tbeh as his mother watched in horror 
from a nearby window A taxi driver was 
critically wounded by flying shrapnel as 
he walked the short distance from his 
car to his home 


Fighting on the country's two main 
warfronts. in Beirut and the central 
mountains, settled into a bloody 
stalemate with only sporadic clashes 
with rockets and machineguns 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (U PI) - Presi­ 
dent Ford entered battle today against 
Jimmy Carter and his own underdog im­ 
age, challenging the Dem ocratic 
nominee to debate and predicting victory 
with “ prosperity, peace and public 
trust.” 
Ford and his running mate, Sen. 
Robert J. Dole of Kansas, opened the day 
with breakfast with the Republican 
National Committee before leaving for 
Bob Dole Day in Russell, Kan.. Dole’s 
home town. Ford arranged to leave later 
this afternoon for a 10-day vacation at 
Vail. Colo. 
Ford accepted his party’s hotly con­ 
tested presidential nomination Thursday 
night at the final session of a turbulent 
Republican National Convention which 
overwhelmingly ratified his choice of 
Dole as the vice presidential nominee. 
The President told the national com­ 
mittee that reform of the vice presiden­ 
tial process was a project it should con­ 
sider in the next four years. 
In a brief speech, he said he had close­ 
ly watched efforts by challenger Ronald 
Reagan to require that Ford be required 
by convention rules to name bis vice 
presidential choice before nomination 
balloting — a proposal that was defeated 
by Ford forces in their first major con- • 
vention victory. 
But Ford told the committee: " I hap­ 
pen to believe there is considerable 
merit in that approach, and perhaps the 
national committee can stuffy it and lay 
the groundwork for 1980.“ 
The nomination of'Dote. 53, gave Ford 
a running mate with a reputation as a sl- 
ashing partisan inflghter. But the 
Kanaan promised on national television 
this morning that the Ford-Dole cam­ 
paign would not be a “ personal” ooe 
Speaking of the Democratic can- 
Consumer prices 
continue to rise 


WASHINGTON (U P Il - Container 
prices continued to rise at a 6 per cent 
annual rate in July when meat bargains 
helped to offset higher costs for sick and 
vacationing Americans, the Labor 
Department said today. 
Labor said the Consumer Price Index, 
which estimates the coet of living for 
urban workers, increased 0.5 per cent on 
a seasonally adjusted basis The rate 
was unchanged from June. Consumer 
prices have increased at an average • 
per cent annual rate since April. In 1974, 
consumer prices climbed 12 per cent and 
rose at a 9 per cent rate in 1975 
Prices for coffee, eggs and dairy 
products “ increased rapidly.” Labor 
said But poultry fell for the first time in 
four months while prices for beef, pork 
and fresh vegetables continued a declin­ 
ing trend that began last spring. 
The overall effect was to bold the food 
price increase to 0 1 per cent, the lowest 
rate since a 0 8 per cent decline in 
March. 
Although food prices eased, the cost of 
medical services for the ill continued to 
soar at a 13 per cent annual rate. 
For traveling Americans, gasoline and 
oil prices increased at an 18 per cent an­ 
nual rate Prices for services including 
motels and hotels increased at a 7.2 per 
cent annual rate. Labor said 
Other transportation costs rose at 
nearly a 12 per cent annual rate while 
those buying used cars paid 13 per cent 
more at an annual rate. 
The CPI index stood at 171.1 in July 
from the 1967 base of 100. That means to 
buy goods costing 9100 in 1967. con­ 
sumers had to pay 871.10 more

“ Last night, a couple of hours before 
the President delivered his acceptance 
speech to the convention, he called me in 
and gave me a handwritten text — issu­ 
ing the debate challenge — for inclusion 
in the text."

He said Ford was left “ almost no 
alternative'' in challenging him to a 
debate. Carter alao said he would be flex­ 
ible to any kind of format, but that be 
preferred a format in which the can­ 
didates would question each other, as 
well as submit to questions by repor­

Ford said in Kansas City be was ready 
and eager to debate Outer.

Norman Larson, president of Lompoc 
Federation of Teachers (LFT i. was 
glum "If they don't offer something to 
indicate they want to negotiate in good 
faith,” he said. ” 1 think the whole thing 
will break down and we won't have a 
decision until after an exclusive bargain­ 
ing representative is selected.” 


Carol Linger, president of Lompoc 
Education A ssociation ( L E A i , 
denounced last night's session: "It was 
insulting and demeaning and further­ 
more. the presentation of that kind of 
package shows you have no respect for 
the negotiating procedures and no 
respect for the people you’re dealing 
with.” 
The school board's representative and 
chief negotiator, assistant Supt Alice 
Milligan, issued a cautious statement, 
this morning, unaware of the precise 


nature of the angry statements of the 
two teacher representatives: “ We made 
some progress. There are additional 
meetings scheduled We’re optimistic 
we’ll reach an agreement that will be ac­ 
ceptable to the district and the two 
employe organizations ’’ 
Last night's session was the first under 
terms of an “ interim agreement ’ which 
was signed by both teacher represen­ 
tatives this week calling tor negotiations 
on salaries fringe benefits, and two less 
understandable items, "district rights, 
and "concerted activities.” The latter 
refers to work stoppages and slowdowns 
and is included, presumably because the 
school board wants to seal off those pos­ 
sibilities now in the event that negotia­ 
tions finally break down. 
Details on last night s session were 
sparse this morning, but it was known 
that Milligan offered the teachers a half 
of one per cent salary increase plus aa 
additional 8100 on the fringe benefit ac­ 
count per teacher 
Original proposals by the teacher 
organizations some weeks ago varied, 
but approximated 12 to 16 per cent 
Last night's session was held after 


agreement between the teachers and the 
school board on limited scope negotia­ 
tions pending full scale collective 
bargaining procedures Some observers 
described the limited effort as a means 
of reaching agreement on salaries by the 
time teacher salary schedules go into ef­ 
fect on Sept 1. However, one teacher 
leader told this reporter today, there 
were more important aspects to the 
negotiations than the desire to get 
salaries out of the way by the time school 
opens. 
Teachers and Lompoc Unified School 
District Board of Trustees chose the in­ 
terim agreement. lim ited scope 
procedure 
pending decisions by the 
Education Employe Relations Board on 
what constitutes a bargaining unit After 
E E R B acts, an election w ill be 
scheduled to allow teachers to chooee 
between LFT and LEA as their exclusive 
bargaining representative under the 
state’s new and first collective bargain­ 
ing law for school employes.

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Regents approve two new 
structure designs for UC 


The Regents of the University 
of California have given ap- 
proval to designs for two new 
buildings at the Santa Barbara 
campus. They are a campus 
events facility, to be con­ 
structed in two phases, and the 
university center, phase 2. con­ 
sisting of alterations and addi­ 
tions to the present university 
center building. 
The campus events facility 
will be a 37,200 gross square 
foot structure for intramural 
sports and free-time drop-in ac­ 
tivities such as basketball, 
volleyball, badminton and other 
floor sports. It will be located 
on the west side of campus near 
Isla Vista 
Wall panels of insulated 
metal and a wood trussed roof 
system have been selected for 
the structure, which will have 
landscaping designed to blend it 
into the surrounding area The 
first phase, to be completed by 
May. 1278, will provide the 
basic structure for six full play­ 
ing courts. The second phase 
will add concession areas, 
folding seats and air condition­ 
ing to accommodate approx­ 
imately 6,000 spectators for 
concerts, athletic and other 
events. 
Provisions are made in the 
design for future solar collector 
panels on the roof to supple­ 


ment the hot water heating. 
Natural ventilation is planned 
for all non-spectator activities 
so as to maximize energy sav­ 
ings. The ELS Design Group, 
Inc. of Berkeley Is the architec­ 
tural firm for the project, with 
Donn Logan the principal in 
charge. 
The tout cost of the events 
facility is $3,000.000, to be 
funded from a combination of 
University registration fee 
reserves and gift funds. 
The present u niversity 
center, designed for a student 
body of only 7500. will undergo 
alterations to the existing 
building and an addition of 
32,000 gross square feet. The 
alterations will double the size 
of the student bookstore and in­ 
crease the number of student- 
related offices and services. An 
addition to the east side of the 
present building will include a 
two story expanded food ser­ 
vice and programming pavilion 
and a 500 seat theatre 
Architect for the project is 
Henrik Bull of Bull. Field, 
Volkman, Stockwell of San 
Francisco . Their design 
features a pavilion enclosing 
the existing outdoor patio in a 
two story heavy timber struc­ 
ture. with a mezzanine opening 
onto an interior landscaped 
court.

Henry Drummond, the 
brilliant criminal lawyer who 
so profoundly frustrated Mat­ 
thew Harrison Brady in a 
courtroom scene earlier this 
year, sat in the publicity office 
of the Pacific Conservatory of 
the Performing Arts at Allan 
Hancock College and said that 
acting comes first — before his 
wife, dog and record collection.

Hurricane watch 
on southeast coast 


MIAMI (UPI) - Tropical 
Storm Dottle, building in 
strength by the hour, sped today 
toward the Southeast coast 
where a hurricane watch was in 
effect from Georgia to North 
Carolina. 
The National Hurricane Cen­ 
ter said the storm, packing 50- 
mil e-an-hour winds after a 
soggy sweep past Miami, would 
hit the Georgia-South Carolina 
coast around daybreak if it con­ 
tinued its northward course. 
A hurricane watch was 
ordered from Savannah, Ga., to 
Cape Hatteras, N.C. Gale warn­ 
ings were up from Jack­ 
sonville, Fla., to Virginia 
Beach, Va. 
“It looks as if it may go in­ 
land during the day over the 
Carolina s,” center Forecaster 
John Hope said. “They're going 
to get heavy rain and some 
wind along the Carolina 
coasts.” 
Forecasters said the rains 
posed flood threats to the 
Carolines and that tides would 
rise up to five feet above nor­ 
mal where Dottle crossed the 
coast. 
Hope said Dottie might 
become a hurricane — winds of 
more than 74 miles per hour — 
if “we get a lot of develop­ 
ment” and the storm stays in 
the Atlantic. “ Storms need to 
stay out over the water to sus­ 
tain themselves. They always 
weaken over land,” he said. 


“It’s not very well organized. 
It’s spread out and the heavy 
winds are north and east of the 
center.” 
The latest advisory said Dot­ 
tie had strengthened Thursday 
night and highest sustained 
winds were 50 m.p.h. with gusts 
even higher. 
At 3 a.m. EDT. Dottie was 
centered about 100 miles east of 
Jacksonville, F la ., near 
latitude 30.5 north and longitude 
79.7 west, and moving to the 
north at 25 m.p.h. 
Tropical storm Candice 
weakened Thursday and moved 
slowly northeast across the 
Atlantic about 400 miles south 
of Nova Sdbtia. 
Dottie grew out of a tropical 
d ep ressio n th a t form ed 
between the Dry Tortugas and 
Key West on Wednesday. It 
began making its way north 
through Florida Thursday, 
dumping heavy rains which 
caused severe flooding in parts 
of Miami. 
“It’s a mess,” Miami police 
spokesman Harry Cunill said. 
Low-lying streets near the 
downtown area were closed and 
morning rush-hour traffic came 
to a standstill. 
Eight inches of rain fell in the 
Miami suburb of Coral Gables. 
Other areas, including Miami 
Beach, had more than five in­ 
ches. Streets leading to most of 
Key Biscayne’s oceanfront 
resort hotels were flooded.

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - 
A District Court judge has 
refused a defense move to dis­ 
miss the sex solicitation convic­ 
tion 
of

Howe on grounds th at 
prejudicial publicity made it 
impossible to find an impartial 
jury. 
Judge Bryant Croft Thursday 
also denied dismissal motions 
claiming entrapment, the un­ 
constitutionality of the anti­ 
prostitution law and sexual dis­ 
crimination against men in the 
way the city enforces the or­ 
dinance. 
Croft’s ruling cleared the way 
for Howe’s trial a second time 
on a charge he tried to buy sex 
from two policewomen posing 
as prostitutes. The trial is 
scheduled to begin Aug 23. 


The freshman Democrat was 
convicted of the misdemeanor 
last month in city court. But, 


under Utah law, he is entitled to 
a new trial in district court with 
the presumption of innocence. 
In a lengthy handwritten rul­ 
ing, Croft said a great deal of 
the publicity given Howe by 
local newspapers, broadcast 
stations and wire services 
“related to the political conse­ 
quences of Mr. Howe’s arrest 
rather than to case itself.” 
“Plus he had a five-day trial 
in city court, appealed the case 
to the district court, filed seven 
motions In this court, and made 
efforts to have the Utah 
Supreme Court and the U.S 
District Court for Utah grant 
him hearings for dismissal,” 
wrote the judge who said the 
defendant’s own actions helped 
keep the case “before the 
public on almost a daily basis.” 
The judge said he could not 
presume that all potential 
jurors in Salt Lake County read 
or heard all of the publicity.

Dole was born July 22.1923 at 
Russell. Kan., where he still 
has a home He received a 
bachelor of arts degree from 
the University of Arizona and 
law degrees from Washburn 
University in Topeka. 
He served 5-Vfc years in the 
Army in World War U. in­ 
cluding a stint as an infantry 
platoon leader in the 10th Moun­ 
tain Division in Italy. He twice 
was wounded and twice 
decorated for heroism. 
He was hospitalised 39 
months as a result of wounds 
that left him with a crippled 
right arm and hand. During his 
hospitalization he met his first 
wife, Phyllis, whom he 
divorced in 1972. 
Dole began his political 
career at 26, with election to 
the Kansas House of Represen­ 
tatives in 1951. He served four 
terms as Russell County at­ 
torney, 19&3-1961. 
In 1960 he was elected to the 
House and re-elected every two 
years until he won a senate seat 
in November. 1966, succeeding 
retiring Republican Frank 
Carlson.

WASHINGON (UPI) - A 
federal judge today sentenced 
Texas attorney Jake Jacobsen 
to two years probation for mak­ 
ing a $10.000 payoff in a milk 
price scandal, but said he would 
have given him a stiff prison 
sentence if it were not for his 
wife’s long illness. 
Jacobsen, who once served as 
an aide to President Lyndon B. 
Johnson, pleaded guilty three 
years ago to a charge of paying 
$10,000 to then Treasury Secre­ 
tary John B. Connally because 
of CoonaUy’s recommendation 
that federal milk price support 
levels be increased in 1971. 
Connally was acquitted of a 
charge oi accepting the $10,000 
as a bribe on April 17, 1975. 


“You have committed crimes 
that severely undermine the 
very foundation of this Republic 
and its judicial system.” Judge 
George Hart told Jacobsen. 
“You richly deserve to be im­ 
prisoned for a substantial 


period of time. 
“ You have walked with 
princes in your time and you 
have been reduced to a state of 
degradation and disrepute that 
is the lot of the common 
criminal," Hart added. 
Jacobsen’s lawyer, Charles 
McNelliss, pleaded for leniency 
on grounds that Jacobsen 
cooperated with federal inves­ 
tigators, is bankrupt, has been 
disbarred in Texas for seven 
years and his wife is suffering 
from a long illness which 
requires Jacobson’s constant 
care 
“ Whatever sentence you 
pass, you pass it on two 
people," McNeills told Hart. 
Several federal charges 
against Jacobsen were dropped 
in exchange for his testimony 
against Connally.

Legionnaires disease' 
still remains a mystery 
y. 
PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - 
The “Legionnaire's Disease” 
that struck down more than 170 
persons is as much of a mystery 
as ever, but health officials say 
the danger it posed apparently 
is over. 
State Health Secretary Dr. 
Leonard Bachman said Thurs­ 
day only a few new cases with 
symptoms similar to the illness 
had been reported in the last 
five days. Many of these, he 
said, may turn out to be 
seasonal acute pneumonia 
Bachman also said no second­ 
ary cases have been reported, 
indicating the disease is not 
contagious. 
Twenty-six persons have died 
from the disease and the list of 
persons who meet the illness 
criteria totals 173. 
Experts have examined 
scores of varieties of bacteria, 
viruses, poisons and toxic sub­ 
stances but have yet to pinpoint 
the cause of the illness. 


“ The American Legion 
malady which has taken its toll 
in death and sickness during the 
last three weeks Anally appears 
to be behind us,” Bachman said 
in a statement released in 
Harrisburg. 
“At this time, I can state 
positively that we see no signs 
of secondary infection. There 
further appears to be no 
evidence of ongoing risk to 
persons staying at the Bellevue 
Stratford Hotel.” 
The Bellevue Stratford 
served as headquarters for the 
state American Legion conven­ 
tion in Philadelphia July 21-24. 
Bachman said federal 
epidemiologists have found no 
connection between the ill­ 
nesses and 19 plumbing viola­ 
tions found at the hotel. But be 
said water has not been 
definitely ruled out as a possi­ 
ble carrying agent for the dis-

The large and interesting display of flags includes many that have flown over 
America since the arrival of Leif Erik son It traces to evolution of our nation’s 
flag, beginning with the 13-star Grand Union flag of 1775, Old Glory (20 stars) 
The Stars and Stripes (24 stars) and on through history to the present 50-star 
flag of the United States of America

"T he system dem ands 
change because it has done 
more harm than it has solved,” 
Nejedly told the committee. 
Nejedly, a former district at­ 
torney, said the current 
system, which allows the 
parole-fraiiting Adult Authority 
to determine release dates, “is 
governed by political caprice.' 
Basically, the measure would 
allow judges to set a definite 


sentence for persons convicted 
of felonies. 
, 
For example, under the 
Nejedly toll, a judge could send 
an armed robber to prison for a 
term of two, three, or four 
years A judge could add time 
to the sentence if violence or 
other factors such as previous 
convictions entered the case. 
Currently, an armed robber is 
sentenced to a five-yea rs-to~life 


term and the Adult Authority 
grants his release. 
Superior Court Judge Bruce 
Allen, of Santa Clara County, 
said the proposal would "tie our 
hands in sentencing crimi­ 
nals.” 
“It just does not permit the 
judge discretion in fixing 
sentences,” he said, adding that 
hr would be unable to hand 
down a minimum sentence un­ 


less specifically requested to do 
so by the defendant. 
The measure would also be 
retroactive and an estimated 
1,000 convicts who have served 
longer than average terms 
could be released.

JD L members 
indicted by feds 


Half of California's delegation didn't w ant to play 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Four 
members of the Jewish Defense 
League have been indicted in 
two sniper incidents at Soviet 
diplomatic compounds, the at­ 
tempted bombing of the Iraqi 
U.N. Mission and the bombing 
of a gas station. 
One of the suspects, Russel 
Kelner, 35, of Brooklyn, a 
former Philadelphia school 
teacher, is already on probation 
for threatening the life of 
Palestinian leader Yasir Arafat 
at a news conference when 
Arafat was in New York in 
November 1974 to address the 
United Nations. 
A federal indictment un­ 
sealed Thursday said the four 
defendants wanted to harass 
“ the U.S.S.R., Iraq, Iran and 
other governments believed by 
the JDL to be antagonistic to 
the Jewish people and the state 
of Israel.” ,* 
The Jewish Armed Resistan­ 
ce. a splinter group of the JDL, 
had claimed responsibility for 
all f^ur incidents. 
In addition to Kelner, the 
defendants are Thomas Macin­ 


tosh, 36. formerly of Woodbury, 
N.J.. a convert to Judaism, 
who, reportedly is an explosives 
expert, Jeffery Weingarten, 21, 
of Brooklyn, and Steven Ehr- 
lich, 21, of San Francisco. 
U.S. Attorney Robert B. 
Fiske Jr. said the four con­ 
spired to transport weapons and 
explosives from New Jersey to 
New York, to open fire on two 
Soviet compounds and place 
bombs at the Iraqi Mission. 
The shooting incidents oc­ 
curred at the Soviet residential 
complex In the Riverdale sec­ 
tion of the Bronx last Feb. 27 
and the Soviet Mission to the 
U.N. in Manhattan last April 2. 
No one was injured by the 
shots. 
Two bombs, found outside the 
Iraqi Mission last Jan. 12, were 
disarmed before they could go 
off. 


In the other incident, Rudy’s 
Gulf Service Station in Dept­ 
ford, N.J., was devastated by a 
pipe bomb wi Aug. 17, 1975, in 
apparent protest of Gulf’s deal­ 
ings with Arab interests. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - 
Half the Californians didn’t 
even want to play as the curtain 
came down at Kemper Arena. 
Whatever the historical sig­ 
nificance of the GOP national 
convention choosing its 
Republican vice presidential 
nominee Thursday night, it was 
lost on many of the Califor­ 
nians. 
They w ere num bed, or 
“traumatized” as singers Pat 
Boone put it. 
The enthusiasm was under­ 
whelming. 
Eighty-four of the delega­ 
tion’s 167 votes weren’t even 
cast when the roll was called to 


ratify President Ford's running 
mate. Sen. Robert Dole' of 
Kansas. That was only one less 
than half, and the largest 
number of abstentions of any 
state. 
The rest of the state’s vote 
went this way: 80 for Dole, and 
one each for Sen. Paul Laxalt of 
Nevada, Reagan’s national 
campaign chairman, Reagan 
supporter Sen. Jesse Helms of 
North Carolina and campaign 
manager John Sears. 
The vote for Sears was a 
“collective” one vote, awarded 
by the delegation as a whole, 
not anyone specifically. 
It was to lighten things up in 


the otherwise gloomy delega­ 
tion and as a “reward for a job 
well done” to Sears. It was the 
only vote for the man who plot­ 
ted the strategy to bring 
Reagan so enticingly close to 
victory. 
“A lot wanted to vote for 
Helms, and didn’t want to vote 
for Dole, but Helms took 
himself out. 
“They really wanted to vote 
for Reagan, frankly,’’ said 
delegation Whip Ken Maddy, a 
San Joaquin Valley assem­ 
blyman. 
Through an aide, the former 
governor sent word he support­ 
ed Ford’s choice and wished to 


the delegation to foUow, Maddy 
explained. But the suggestion 
was not persuasive, thus many 
sat it out. 
They came to hear and see 
Reagan’s last presidential hur­ 
rah, and they didn’t mind mak­ 
ing their unhappiness over the 
loss absolutely clear. 
When popular Betty Ford 
rose to offer a few words to the 
convention, a blonde California 
woman in shocking pink 
climbed on her chair and 
demanded, “Why do we have to 
listen to this?” 
From the delegation came 
the blase reply: “ Because 
you’re a good American.” 


Amid their dism ay, the 
delegates pondered whether 
Ford’s victory would be Pyrr­ 
hic. 
“I don’t think he can carry 
California,” said former San 
Francisco Mayor George Chris­ 
topher. “The hurt of the Ronald 
Reagan defeat lingers awhile.” 
Fw their former governor’s 
speech, the d e le g a tio n 
mustered one last frantic burst 
of emotion. Along with Reagan 
supporters throughout Kemper 
Arena, tears welled up. 
One supporter wrapped up 
the mood earlier. Makeup 
streamed down her face and 
soiled her hankerchief as she 


sobbed. "It would have been 
such a beautiful first family.”

body, accepted its demands 
Tlie board Thursday night, 
after day-long negotiations, ap­ 
proved a $4 8 million pay and 
fringe benefit package which 
included raising salaries to 
$7.46 an hour There would also 
be a $100,808 increase in the 
city's contribution to the cost-of 
living fund 
Drivers would also receive a 
seventh paid holiday 
The board approved all the 
union's latest demands except 


one concerning the trust fund 
which covers insurance pay­ 
ments for the drivers’ medical, 
dental and optical coverage. 
Trust fund money not used dur­ 
ing the fiscal year is divided 
among the employes. 
The board’s package, ap­ 
proved by a 9-0 vote, called for 
a $1.4 million contribution to 
the fund while the union had 
sought a $2.2 million amount.

A golden swing, but that glove... 


the running for the major league lead. 
W ill the 22-year-old Howell roach his batting 
potential before his glove chases him out of the 
game? Is his fielding that atrocious? Just how good 
(or bad) is Roy Howell? 
First, the hat: 
Thompson, a 29-year-old infielder recently traded 
to Texas from the Twins, is in his seventh big 
league season. He’s more famous for his arrested 
case of leukemia, but he is a slick fielder and solid 
hitter. 
Thompson and Howell are sometimes in competi­ 
tion for a spot in the starting lineup (Thompson also 
plays second and short). Despite that, the 
Oklahoman says, “ We have a great relationship. 
We’re not at each other’s throats because we m i^ t 
be playing the same position. If I see something I 
think might help him, I’ll suggest it to him.” 
A few nights before, Thompson suggested that 
Howell open up his stance a little and move closer 
to the plate, Roy did, and got two solid hits off 
Nolan Ryan. 
“ I think he’ll be the best hitter on this club in 
about three years,” says Thompson. “ Right now 
he’s a little anxious. He wants to hit everything.” 
Dick Risenhoover is the Rangers’ radio broad­ 
caster. “ Roy has great potential as a hitter,” he 
says, “ but he hasn’t yet hit with the power they had 
thought he would and feel he w ill. They think he has 
the potential to be a 20 to 25 home run hitter. The 
thing about Roy is he’s aggressive.

As the Texas Rangers take pregame batting 
practice, they can’t help but notice a strange 
meteorological phenomena — the wind is not blow­ 
ing. 
' 
At Arlington Stadium, a strong wind always 
blows in over the rightfield bleachers and into the 
faces of the lefthanded hitters. Tonight the flags on 
the centerfield pole hang limp. 
As If to confirm this finding, Roy Howell slugs a 
batting practice pitch into the bleachers, above the 
370-foot marker In right-center. Home runs are rare 
even in batting practice in this park, where solid 
shots fight a losing battle against the wind. 
“ A power hitter in this ballpark is useless,” 
Howell had said earlier. “ You have to change your 
stroke here, and when you go to another ballpark, 
you have to change it back...It takes time to learn 
that and I haven’t learned that yet. Here you have 
to get on top of the ball and hit line drives.” 
But the temptation of a windless night is too 
much. Roy is swinging big his first three times up 
against the Minnesota Twins, resulting in a pop out, 
a strikeout and a ground out. That makes him 
hitless in his last eight at-bats. 
Then, leading off the eighth, he rips a 1-1 pitch into 
the bleachers in right-center, a near carbon copy of 
his batting practice shot. 
“ If the wind was blowing, the secondbaseman 
would have been calling for that one,” said Howell 
later. 


moon is he caught with the bat on his shoulder. And 
I haven’t seen a pitcher who could move him out. 
He’s one of the more promising young hitters in 
baseball. You’ve got to remember, he was force- 
fed. He hadn’t had all that many at-bats In the 
minors when they brought him up.” 
Galloway, who covers every Rang«* game, says : 
“ I have access to a lot of people in this organization 
— club officials, scouts — and they all say the same 
thing, that Roy has unlimited potential. All the 
scouts are impressed with the fact that he doesn’t 
bail out against lefthanded pitchers.” 
Frank Lucchesi, the Rangers’ manager, has 
Shown a fairly high degree of faith in his young 
thirdbaseman.

“ He’s got one of the prettiest swings you’ll ever 
see,” says Ranger teammate Danny Thompson the 
next day. “ I’d like to be able to bottle and sell his 
swing.” 
Roy says his dad taught him that swing. “ He said 
there’s only one way to swing the bat, and that’s 
hard and aggressive. Keep your bat level, keep your 
hepd in there and rip it, go for it.”

Two nights before, Roy was cornered 
outside tihe clubhouse by Jimmy Piersall, 
the former great major leaguer who is 
now a Ranger club executive. Piersall 
gave Roy a short lecture on the impor­ 
tance of not trying to pull every damned 
pitch down the rightfield line. Some 
pitches, some situations, you’re better off 
hitting up the middle, Piersall explained. 
Howell listened and nodded his head. 
Now Howell digs in against Luebber, 
who is one out away from earning a niche 
in baseball history. Roy swings and misses 
the first two pitchers. Then he takes two 
wide ones. Then fouls off two in a row. 
The next pitch is inside, but not by 
much. The crowd gasps and umpire Art 
Frantz signals ball three. Roy turns, 
smiles, and says something to Frantz, 
then laughs. 
"Hey Art. how close it gotta be before 
you punch me out (call me out on 
strikes)?” 
Frantz just says, “You’d better swing 
the bat. Kid.” 
The next pitch is an outside fastball and 
Roy goes with it, lining a clean single into 
left-center. 
Now, about that glove. 
“My fielding problems haven’t really 
been anywhere but here in Texas,” says 
Roy. Of his first 21 errors, 16 of them were 
committed at home. 
The field is maintained by the city of 
Arlington, not by the Rangers ball club. 
The infield is not the greatest, and Howell 
(and other Rangers) feel that the 
sportswriters. as official scorers, don’t 
take this into consideration when handing 
out his and errors. 
“The infield has bad dirt and bad gras- 
s,” sums up Howell. The ball takes erratic 
bounces off the grass , the dirt alternates 
daily from very soft, to very hard, to 
sandy. There’s a big lip between the grass 
and the dirt. 
"Those ground balls can just eat you 
alive.” says Roy. 
In one game, Ranger shortstop Harr ah 
and Twins’ shortstop Roy Smalley are vic­ 
tims of similar ground balls that take fin­ 
ny hops and carom off forearms. Both go 
for errors. 
Howell had 20 errors by midseason. But 


after the All-Star break he reeled off 25 
straight errorless games. 
“I can see an improvement in his 
fielding,” says Thompson. "I don’t know if 
he can see it.

He was backing up some, 
getting hack on his heels. He’s got good 
enough hands and the desire. He’s a good 
thirdbaseman right now.” 
Sportswriter Galloway points out that 
”He’s having to learn at the highest level 
of baseball, and it’s kind of unfair to him. 
People come out here expecting to see big 
league baseball. The fans have gotten on 
him.” 
Lucchesi: “I’ve got to be honest with 
you, I won’t bullbleep you. When he came 
up his fielding was pretty crude, pretty 
crude. But be started coming around the 
last two or three weeks last year and he 
worked hard in spring. I gave some 
thought last year to moving him to another 
position, then he started coming on. His 
range is so-so, but he’s what you’d call 
aggressive. But at third base, reflexes are 
more important than range. His reflexes 
are average, at best.

OKLAHOMA CITY (UPI) - 
The United States sporting 
public must change its attitude 
about women athletes if they 
expect them to compete 
against Europeans. 
At least that is thè opinion of 
John Naber, who collected five 
Olympic swimming medals last 
month. 
“The American female ath­ 
lete does not get any respect,” 
Naber said Thursday. “She’s 
just a Tomboy. In Europe the 
female athlete is admired, 
respected, rewarded.” 
Naber believes women, more 
than men, would benefit from 
sports subsidization by private 
enterprise because now they 
seldom even have the scholar­ 
ships men enjoy. Naber came 
to Oklahoma to express his ap­ 
preciation to Phillips Pe­ 
troleum Co. of Bartlesville for 
its support of swimming. 
If other companies would 
follow suit, he said, the United 
States would not have to worry 
about competing successfully 
against the state-subsidized 
athletes Of Eastern Europe. 
“If we were to get a govern­ 
ment subsidy, we’d probably be 
worse off than beforehand,” he 
said. “What I recommend is 
that we start sponsoring 
athletics through private in­ 
dustry.”

A lengthy cat and mouse 
game between newsmen and 
Soviet officials at Montreal’s 
Mirable Airport ended only 
when an airlines official con­ 
firmed the youth had been 
brought aboard the plane by an 
entrance other than that used 
by 23 other mostly Russian pas­ 
sengers on the flight to 
Moscow. 
Nemtsanov approached 
Soviet officials Tuesday and 
declared his wish to return to 
the Soviet Union. 
“He was very glad to come 
back home and he’s very glad 
he will see his mother, grand­ 
mother and country,” Soviet 
Consul I. Boiovinov said. “He 
win continue to train and take 
part in competition. Then he 
would like to enter an institute 
to study physical culture ” 
Nemtsanov’s host during his 
stay in Canada, Toronto busi-

No to private enterprise 


It appears to us as if private 
en terp rise, for the m ost 
meager of savings, has taken 
it on the chin in the case of the 
bus contract now being set up 
between the Community Ac­ 
tion Commission and the City 
of Lompoc. 
Briefly, the CAC turned in 
the low “proposal” for runn­ 
ing a public transport system 
in Lompoc, in turn shouldering 
out two privately owned and 
operated transportation con­ 
cerns, Arrow Cab Company 
and Vandenberg Limousine 
Service. The CAC proposal 


was for a $45,000 operating 
budget for ten months, while 
the Vandenberg Limousine 
Service bid was for $44,567, a 
difference of only $667, or one 
per cent approximately. 
The CAC is a government 
funded operation, 
presently 
without a director in Lompoc, 
which helps low income and 
minority members of the com- 
m u n i t y w i t h w h a t e v e r 
problems they m ight en­ 
counter in life generally. Its 
monies come from federal, 
county and city sources. Its 
expertise in public transporta- 


tion is relatively unknown. 


Going for the lowest bid is 
usually the best policy, and we 
can’t argue with the basic 
philosophy of that action. 
However, there are always 
mitigating circumstances, and 
in the case of the CAC versus 
frée enterprise, those circum­ 
stances are substantially in 
support of not taking the 
l owe s t bid, and instead 
spending thé $667 extra to as­ 
sist in keeping a private con­ 
cern operable and viable 
within the city of Lompoc.

Hays: The final chapter 


WASHINGTON — The meanest man in 
Congress. Rep Wayne Hays, D.-Ohio, 
has given up the fight He has been 
brought down by a bosomy Monde who 
wanted publicity to sell a book and 
promote herself. This is the story of his 
final days. 
It’s the story of an outrageous, shoot- 
from -the-hip 
c u r­ 
mudgeon who abused 
his power. But it is 
also the story of a 
tired old man, deeply 
in love with his wife, 
b ed e v ile d by his 
fo rm e r m is tr e s s , 
weary of the turmoil 
He talked of killing 
himself to spare his 
wife m ore painful 
puMicity. He took an 
overdose of sleeping 
pills — by mistake, he 
later insisted. Finally, he decided to 
withdraw from Congress for the sake of 
his wife's parents. 
By sheer orneriness. Hays became one 
of the most powerful men in the House. 
He was “mean, arrogant, cantankerous 
and tough,” he adm itted to his 
colleagues. They kept out of his way. 
Most of them enjoyed his plight, 
therefore, when Elizabeth Ray revealed 
to the world their sordid relationship. It 
was a story we had turned down two 
years earlier. She had called our office in 
a hysterical crying fit. She was about to 
lose her job. she sobbed, became she 
“ would not go to bed with Wayne Hays.“ 
We learned that she was having an af­ 
fair with Hays, all right But she also 
performed secretarial services in return 
for her congressional salary. Our as­ 
sociates. Jack Ctoherty and Bob Owens, 
called on her in her office. Contrary to 
her later claims, she could type and 
answer the phone They saw her do it. 
She called our office repeatedly We 
found her erratic, unreliable arid un­ 
predictable. From sources who knew her 
well, we established that she had not 
become Hays' mistress against her will 
On the contrary, he had tried to break off 
the re la tio n sh ip . Then she had 
threatened to take her story to the press. 
Other times, she had threatened to cause 
a scene in his office unless he took her 
out. 
She staged at least one scene after a 
heated argument about Hays’ impending 
marriage to another secretary. Pat 
Peak 
The Capitol police were sum­ 
moned to remove Ray from the congres­ 
sman’s office. Afterward, she phoned a 
friend, who later told us about the call. 
“ I really put on a good act.” Ray 
boasted “ I made the police feel sorry 
for me.” 
Hays went ahead with the marriage, 
and his spumed mistress told her story 
to the Washington Post There is reason 
to believe that she had been preparing 
material for a book all along, a book that 
she later sold. 
Hays at first denied having an affair 
with Elizabeth Ray. “ Hell. I'm a happily 
married man. * he said He lied, his 
friends say. to protect his marriage But 
the Washington Post reporters had 
carefully nailed down the evidence He 
finally confessed to having had a “per­ 
sonal relationship” with Ray He denied, 
however, that she did no work for her 
government salary. 
Sources dose to Hays say the puMicity 
almost wrecked the new marriage He 
would plunge into a deep gloom or sud­ 
denly cheer up. they say. in direct 
relationship to how his wife was 
reacting 
At one point, we persuaded the haras­ 
sed Hays to drop by our office. He was 
not the churlish, defiant curmudgeon we 
had known The old fire was gone He 
was totally subdued He slumped into our 
office, he spoke in a voice barely audi* 
Me 
He told of the effect the publicity was 
having on his wife To spare her further 
anguish, he said: “ 1 would put a bullet 
through my head.” Then he added 
meaningfully: “ And I've got the guts to 
do it." 
He made similar statements to a con­ 
gressman who later reported it to us But 
after he recovered from an overdose of 
sleeping pills, he swore it had not been a 
suicide attempt 


Subsequently, we spoke to him on the 
phone in Ohio. He was encouraged by the 
favorable polls and friendly crowds, he 
said All his campaign lieutenants, he ad­ 
ded. wanted him to stay in the race. He 
talked like a man who intended to run for 
reelection. 
We learned, meanwhile, that Hays had 
put a man on the U S payroll who did 
less work than Liz Ray. He is a 
Democratic party worker named Paul 
Pendergast who draws $17,235 a year as 
an Assistant Sergeant at Arms. Yet he 
doesn’t even have a desk in the Sergeant 
at Arms office. 


Instead, we found that he was working 
for the Democratic Congressional Cam­ 
paign Committee. His duties are strictly 
political: his main function is to raise 
funds for Democratic congressional can­ 
didates. 
The Democrats pay him $20.000 a year. 
But thanks to Hays, Pendergast also 


draws another $17.235 in federal pay. The 
federal appointment also makes him 
eligible for a generous pension and other 
benefits unavailaMe in the political post. 
We called Hays last Thursday for his 
comment Back came a statement that 
he had merely followed précédait and 
had been backed by the House 
leadership A few hours later, he an­ 
nounced his decision to retire from the 
House. His press secretary. Carol 
Clawson, said he made the decision after 
getting our inquiry. 
But Hays told friends that he threw in 
the towel not because of our story but 
because of a prolonged Washington Post 
investigation of his father-in-law . 
Leonard Peak. The aggravation had sent 
Peak to the hospital and had upset his 
wife, a heart patient. Hays charged 
He claimed he had planned to leave 
Congress after another term anyway. “ I 
didn't want someone killed over two 
more years in Congress." he said.

She's still just 
wild about Harry 


INDEPENDENCE. Mo - (NEAl - 
Had he lived this would have been the 
57th sum m er of H arry and Bess 
Truman's marriage, and the 82nd of 
their quiet and wonderful love affair As 
it is. she marks the occasion alone in the 
Victorian mansion they shared with each 
other in the Delaware Street community 
they shared with Mid­ 
dle America, and in 
the town they even­ 
tually shared with the 
world. 
They met in elemen­ 
tary school, she a slim 
and reserved lass, he a 
more outward chap 
with rim less spec* 
tack« that magnified 
his eyeballs Neither 
was extraordinary, 
but they suited one 
a n o th e r. By high 
school their holding of hands had es­ 
calated into a proper romance. In 1919. 
when he was 35 and she 34. the union was 
formalized. 
Bess Truman was an old-fashioned 
wife, but not a subservient one He called 
her “the boss." the 'only person who can 
tell me off and get away with it." 
Periodically she did tell him off For in­ 
stance. she was forever admonishing 
him about his language in public Not 
that she was above four letter words 
herself now and then, but only in private 
“ Harry." she would say. “you really 
shouldn't have said that." 
There is no indication that Truman 
listened to Bess regarding his expletives 
But he appreciated her counsel in most 
other areas. History docs not dwell on it 
much, but during their seven years in the 
White House she apparently was chief 
among his advocates. They were cons­ 
tant evening companions, retiring to 
privacy soon after dinner where together 
they would go over his speeches, his 
judgments his priorities. It is not known 
whether she assisted in his decision mak­ 
ing. but surely she provided a critical ear 
and conscience. 
She was not an Eleanor Roosevelt, un­ 
derstand She did not push her views on 
her husband or anyone else She was con­ 
tent to be in the background, to be Mrs, 
Harry Truman, to be featured in the 
papers only out of obligation In the way 
of her private self she was stuffy, then 
and now. She has never gabbed, never 
told all. or even a little What a book she 
could write, but of course she will not 
And yet she has never been drab 
Truman's eye for her had a bit of 
roguishness about it. and with good 
reason. “She looks exactly the way a 
woman of her age should look,’ he said, 
winking J B West, who ushered at the 
White House during 'the Truman years, 
remembers the couple did not always 
retire after dinner merely to look over 
speeches 
Usually they had a drink, 
always Old Fashioneds. and after that.
